Government will te No Notice 
of Latest In from Berlin, 
Considering Secretary Lansing’s 
Address Sunday as Being Ample 
Answer—Russiang Amused.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) July 30. 
—<German Chancellor Michaelis’s 
peace interview is regarded at the 
State Department as another Ger- 
man attempt to bolster public opin- 
ion at home, appeal to the peace 
sentiment in enemy and neutral 
countries and create dissentions 
among the Allies. 

State Department officials say that 
while Germany attempts by in- 
nuendo to fasten on France a vast 
campaign of conquest in the hope 
of making a breach with the new 
Russian democracy, Michaelis makes 
no suggestion that Germany herself 
has in any way revised her war pro- 
gramme or rejected the principle of 
annexation. | 

The new attempt at peace is con- 
sidered as hollow as the many oth- 
érs which have always followed a 
successful offensive and which took 
their most tangible form in the offi- 
cial German peace offer of December 
12. The maneuver is viewed as sim- 
ilar to that one which had as its 
purpose getting the Allies about a 
conference table, when Germany 
hoped to instill differences between 
them and split up the alliance, 

The government, it is stated, wil! 
take no notice of the latest German 
efforts, Secretary Lansing'’s speech, 
although delivered before the Mich- 
aelis interview was published, is tak- 
en as a complete answer in stating 
that peace can come officially when 
the united force of the world’s de- 
mocracies has overthrown the Ger- 
man military system. 

Russian Embassy officials were 
lamused that the new German Chan- 
cellor should make such a mistake 
as to say that Albert Thomas was 
sent to Petrograd to “overcome this 
remorse of M. Tereschenko,” whom 
he evidently thought to be Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, toward 
France's plans of conquest. They 
point out that M. Thomas went to 
Petrograd about three weeks after 
the revolution, that is, about March 
1, and that his sole purpose was to 
get into communication’ with the 
Council of Soldiers’ and Workmen's 
Delegates, as a fellow Socialist, to 
understand their point of view. 

At that time, M. Tereschenko was 
practically unknown in France, as 
he had held the office not of For- 
eign Secretary, but of Minister of 
Finance, for only two weeks. 
Miliukoff was then Foreign Secretary 
and continued to conduct all the 
country’s foreign affairs for the first 
six weeks of M. Thomas's visit. M.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—A new 
list of press regulations making ma- 
terial changes in the voluntary cen- 
sorship rules under which American 
newspapers have been operating, was 
promulgated tonight by the commit- 
tee on public information. 

The new regulations contain the 
first general request that there be 
Published no mention of the arrival 
American troops at European 
ports, replacing in that. respect an 
cxpress authorization in the old rules 
for use of any cable dispatches 
passed by the European censors. 

Others sections of the old regula- 
tions are made more severe by spe, 
cific stipulations in place of the 
more general language employed 


in the rules in force until now. In- 
formation which the government 
considers might reveal military 


movements or policies is described 
in detail 
EXPLANATION. 

In the statement, according tothe 
new regulations, George Creel, 
chairman of the committee, says 
that “repeated and serious violations 
of voluntary censorship have been at- 
tempted to be excuked on the score 
of misunderstanding,” and that a 
“restatement” is made with the idea 
that hereafter there shall be no room 
for doubt as to the committee's de- 
sires. 


The instances to which the most 
serious charges of violation have 
been made, however, have not re- 
suited from misunderstanding of the 
committee's rules but from following 
them implicitly. These instances 
have invdélved publication of dis- 
patches passed by the European cen- 
sors announcing the arrival of Amer- 
ican: military units in Europe. On 
this subject the committee's only 
standing rule contained in the gen- 
eral list promulgated May 28 and 
never replaced nor revoked, was as 
follows: 

“All messages received from 
abroad by cable or, wireless are cen- 
sored at the point of dispatch or re- 
ceipt and are free for publication 
unless some especial circumstance 
arouses the suspicion of the editor.” 

The new rules, instead of stating 
this principle, substitute for it a 
prohibition on publication of: 

“Information of the arrival at any 
European port of American war ves- 
sels, transports or any portion of an 
expeditionary force, combatant or 
noncombatant, until announcement is 
authorized by the Secretary of War 
or the Secretary of the Navy.”

The desires of

- For the protection of our military 
and naval forces and of merchant 
shipping. it is requested that secrecy 
be observed in all matters of: 

i.—Information in regard to the 
train or boat movements of troops.

2.—Information tending directly or 
indirectly to disclose the number or 
identity of troops in the expedition- 
ary forces abroad. 

3.—Information tending to disclose 
the names of line officers and ex- 
peditionary forces and reference to 
individual units of these forces, Only 
names of staff officers are permis- 
sible. 

4.—Information calculated to dis- 
close location of the permanent base 
or bases abroad. 

5.—Information that would dis- 
close the location of American units 
or the eventual or actual position of 
the American forces at the front. 

6.—Information of the movement 
of military forces towards seaports 
or of the assembling of military 
forces at seaports from which in- 
ference might be drawn of any in- 
tention to embark them for service 
abroad, and information of the as- 
sembling of transports or convoys, 
and information of the embarkation 
itself. 

7.—Information of the arrival at 
any European port of American ves- 
sels, transports or any portion of an 
expeditionary force, combatant or 
noncombatant, until announcement

Repeated and serious violations of 
the voluntary censorship have been 
attempted to be excused on the score 
of misunderstanding or lack:of posi- 
tive information. Pains have been 
taken to make this restatement of 
necessary secrecies so compfete and 
explicit as to leave no room for hon- 
est ignorance or dishonorable eva- 
sion. Neither do the requests go 
forth with any time limit. Their ap- 
plication covers the period of war. 
At no point do they touch opinion 
or criticism, being concerned entirely 
with the protection of the lives of 
America’s defenders and the success 
of military plans. 

These requests go to the press 
without larger authority than the ne- 
cessities of the war-making branches. 
Their enforcement is a matter for 
the press itself.

Senate will Ballot Tomorrow 
on Pending Resolution. 


Fear of a “Police Autocracy” 
Unnerves Underwood. 


Sheppard Decries the Activity 
of Liquor Interests. 


{RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, July 30—The 
fight for nation-wide prohibition by 
constitutional amendment opened in 
the Senate today under unanimous 
consent agreement to take a final 
vote Wednesday. The debate was 
purely perfunctory, with but few 
Senators in thetr..seats, and a small 
number of spectators in the galler- 
les. 


Senator Sheppard, author of the 
Pending resolution to submit such 
an amendment to the States, opened 
the debate, and was followed by 
Senator Underwood, who, in a brief 
speech, offered the resolution. The 
only other speakers were Senators 
Ashurst and Shafroth, both of whom 
supported it. The debate will con- 
tinue tomorrow, and a large num- 
ber of Senators have declared their 
intention of speaking. 


THE LIQUOR MEN. 


The constant activity of the liquor 
interests is a peril to free institu- 
tions, Senator Sheppard told the 
Senate, while alcoholic liquor itself 
is a menace to the nation’s wealth, 
morals and efficiency. Organized la- 
bor, he said, has been asked to op- 
pose prohibition because bartenders 
and brewery and distillery em- 
plovees are members of unions. 

“Labor is asked to imperil its very 
existence,” said the Texas Senator. 
“to take food from the mouths and 
clothes from the backs of men, 
women and children to sustain a 
traffic meanine hunger, disease. in- 
sanity and death for the masses, 
while the lIiquor barons thrive in 


luxury. 
“If the liquor traffic to be 
eradicated the ald of the Federal 


government must be invoked. The 
partnership between the liquor traf- 
fi© and the Federal government is 
one of the most frightful heritages 
of the Civil War.” 

POLICE AUTOCRACY. 


Senator Underwood declared adop- 
tion of the amendment would “have 
a tendency to centralize our gov- 
ernment under a police autocracy 
such as exists in Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary,” intrenching nation- 
al authority and weakening the 
sovereignty of the people. 

“IT see no reason why we cannot 
now trust, as we have in the past, 
the enlightened electorate of each 


the domestic control of their own 
people,” the Alabama Senator con- 
tinued. 

“Tf the Federal government is 
once cailed on to enter the field. 
to apprehend and punish the petty

Wave Scorches City. 


Northwest Gets First Relief 
_ from Long Siege.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 30.—Hot weather, the 
Senuine goods, supported by the 
forces of General Humidity, made a 
fierce and general onslaught upon 
the country today, making new rec- 
ords for the season over all the Mid- 
die West and in the East. 
Meanwhile the Northwest, which 
has been baking and smotherjng un- 
der unusual heat, experienced sudden 
relief over a wide area. This means 
that the present heat wave in the 
East Central, West Central and Hast- 
ern States will be short-lived, as 
breezes from the Northwest will 
probably bring rain and lower 
peratures. 
In Chicago the temperature soared 
to 99 deg. and there were six deaths 
and numerous prostrations. Among 
the victims was John Lukaszyk, who 
was married yesterday and expired 
early this morning. A woman aged 
61, a man aged 60, a baby and a 
restaurant waitress were among the 
victims. Arthur Roney, aged 12, 
dived from a plier into shallow water 
and broke his neck. 
Dispatches from New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, fleveland, Detroit 
and other points’ east of Chicago 
say all records for the season were 
broken today. New York reports five 
deaths and more than a score of 
serious prostrations. It ig feared the 
death list will be heavily agumented 
when the returns are in from the 
congested districts where prostra- 
tions wefe very numerous.

The strikers, 2500 switch- 
men, affiliated with the Brotherhood 
of Rallroad Trainmen, were ordered 
to return to work at 6 o'clock this 
morning after -agents for the gov- 
ernment liad directed them to stop 
the strike or take their chances of 
being conscripted into army service 
and ferced to work on the railroad 
as privates In the army. This heroic 
meang of determining the strike was 
made known today by men who at- 
tended the all-night conference, 
which resulted in the issuing of or- 
ders by heads of the railroad broth- 
erhoods to the men at the close of 
the conference at 6:30 o'clock this 
morning to return te work. 

The men had no choice. It was 
elther return to work now and save 
their salaries and union ofmaniza- 
tion, or return to work es govern- 
ment conscripts at soldiers pay 
later. According to conferees, a 
Federal government representative 
arrived shortly after seven chiefs of 
the railroad brotherhoods had come 
to Chicago, taken the reins of the 
strike out of the hands of local offi- 
clale and sought a conference with 
officials of the nineteen roads af- 
fected. This government represent- 
ative, it was said, told the men 
plainly that the government would 
not tolerate any organized effort to 
tié up the country’s freight traffic 
at this time when speedy transpor- 
tation of munitions and army and 
navy and food supplies is impera- 
tive. They were informed that the 
government stood ready to take over 
operation of the roads if necessary 
transportation was interfered with, 
enlist the strikers forcibly under the 
conscription act and put them to 
work as private soldiers on the 


roads.

DVISES BATHERS. 
AGAINST SUNBURN. 


CHICAGO HEALTH OFFICIAL 
USES COMMON SENSE. 


He Declares Great Harm Re- 
sults from Allowing Bodies to be 
Scorched by Fierce Rays of the 
Sun—People Should Refresh 
Themselves in Water. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EKCLUSIVE PISPATCH.} 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 30.—‘Don’t get sun- 
burned. It may do you @ great deal 
of harm.” | 

This was the advice given today 
by Health Commissioner John Diu 
Robertson after a visit to the dif- 
ferent bathing beaches on Sunday. 
The health commissioner declared 
that sunburn could result seriously. 

“Many people think it is the prop- 
er thing to get the body tanned 
and burned,” said Dr. Robertson. 
“These people, however, are making 
a big mistake. It is almost as bad 
to be burned severely by the gun 
ag by fre On my “visit to the 
beaches I found hundreds and 
thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren lying about in the sand, their 
arms and necks and faces biistered 
from the sun. 

“Bome of these victims were suf- 
fering and were pouring oll over 
their bodies. The oil should be ap- 
Plied before the body mes 
burned.. Anyway, there is no good 
reason to become sunburned. Physi- 
cians realize that if one-half of the 
human body is burned by fire that 
death will result. If severe sunburns 
are received the vaso motor nervous 
system becomes affected. Interna! 
disturbances may result, and grea 
harm can be the result.” 

The doctor was asked what the 
thousands of bathers should do in 
erder to avoid sunburn. 

“Why, they should keep out of 
the sun,” he replied. “They should 
remain in the water. At least, they 
should not remain lying about the 
beaches all day. After thev have 
enioved and refreshed thermselves 
they should giye way to others who 
are also entitled to the privileges 
of the beaches which Chicago has 
eo lavishly supplied. 

“There is a reasonable time to 
remain, both on the beach and in 
the water, and if common sense is 
used there Is no need of the bathers 
being burned and blistered hy .the 
sun. Those who use olls should ap- 
ply them before they are burned 
and not after.”

He 
asked for the reasons for the de- 
portation and made general in- 
quiries. 

This afternoon ‘he was asked to 
come before the Investigating Com- 
mittee of the Loyalty League. When 
he appeared he stated that he had 
come here as attorney for three

BASE OF AMERICAN 
LAS IN BRITISH QUARTERS, June 
26.—“And sure they're after com- 
ing back home,” remarked a good 
natured Irish mother today as she 
beamed with pride on a procession 
of American bluejackets coming 
through the main street of this sea- 
coast town. She expressed the feel- 
ing of the townspeople who all take 
a justified pride in the “return of 
our boys” and, by way of proving 
it, they point to the high percentage 
of Irish ancestry and birth in the 
American navy. 

.It would be hard to imagine a for- 
eign port where American sailors 
could be made more genuinely wel- 
come. It is true there has been 
ncthing in the way of a forma] wel- 
come for Americans but that is not 
the fault of the hospitable people. 


It has been discouraged because this 
grim business of war gives men lit- 
tle time fer celebrations ashore. 
Therefore the American jack tars 
set foot ashore in the same quiet 
confident husiness-like manner as 
that of their destroyers in entering 
the port. 


Almost instantly they captivated 


the hearts of the townspeople, many 
of whom have been seen to doff their 
hats to them when passing along the 
narrow, Winding streets. 
Vice-Admiral Sims is particularly 


revered and finds himself a special 


object of display of good feelings 
at the hands of the villagers. 

One of the favorite ways of being 
hospitable to the Americans is to 
invite them heme for tea Or, 
should the American bluejacker be 
relieved for a few hours from his 
arduous ship life, draw up on the 
sidewalk to admire a chubby son of 
Old Erin, he will almost invariably 
be coaxed into the home for just 
one cup of tea by the proud mother. 
The sailor often finds it was only a 
pretext to talk to him about Amer- 
ica. And this eagerness Yor gossip 
about the United States is easily ex- 
plained when it becomes known 
there is hardly one of the villagers 
who has not a close relative living 
in the Western Republic. 

Indeed, there are few homes here 
unadadrned by some memento of 
America. 

Here is a typical instance of two 
sailors from Philadelphia who were 
caught in a downpour of rain and 
took refuge under some trees. In< 
stantly a smiling old Irish woman 
appeared in her doorway and offered 
the shelter of her home until. the 
shower had passed.

SIGHTLY ART GALLERIES 
NOTABLE PUBLIC GIFT. 


| MONG the notable benefactions 
of the late Gen. Harrison Gray 
ee Otis to the public was his gift 
to the county of Los Angeles (in- 
cluding the (city): of his magnificent 
home at ‘ilshire boulevard and 
Park Yiew avenue known as “The 
Bivouac.” This gift, which. was by 
him dedicated to “ ! interests of 
art, artists, art-loving people and 
other devotees of théir higher aims 
and causes which specially apper- 
tain to the finer sidé of life,” was 
formally made December 22, 1916, 
to the Board of Supervisors of Los 
Angeles county and agcepted for the 
board by R. W. Pridham, chairman. 
The first intimation of Gen. Otis’s 
purpose to -present this splendid 
property to the peoplé was given on 
November 25, 1916, when the plan 
was tentatively outHned in The 
Times. When this announcement 
was made it was stated that the 
management, direction and control 
of this valuable property would be 
placed in the hands of an incor- 
porated association of responsible 
citizens with a high-class, :well-qual- 
ified, sympathetic: board of direc- 
tors, who would conduct the enter- 
prise in such a manner as to insure 
the widest benefits to the general 
public. 
One of the objects set forth was 
to make “The Bivouac’’ an adjunct 
to the Museum of History, Science 
and Art, now established at Exposi- 
tion Park, which Gen. Otis at the 
time described as “having already 
expanded into one of the noblest in- 
stitutions of its kind.” 
The formal presentation was made 
in a letter dated December 28, 1916.

brigadier-general and brevet major- |} 
general of United States volunteers 
in the war against Spain, editor and 
principal owner of the Los Angeles 
Times from 1882 to the present. He 
was born in Washington county, 
Ohio, February 10, 1837; son of 
Stephen Otis and Sarah (Dyar) 
Otis. He was the youngest of six- 
teen children in his father’s two 
families. 

Gen, Otis’s parents were ploneer 
citizens of Southern Uhio, his father 
having ernigrated from East Poult- 
ney, Vt., in 1800, at the age of 16, 
to the far West, settling in the Ohio 
Company's Purchase at Marietta; 
his mether, who was a native of 
Nova Scotia, emigrated with ber 
paren’s from Boston early in the 
century, settling in the Muskingum 
Valley, in Southern Ohfo. 

His grandfather was a soldier in 
the Revolutionary War and was 
honorably discharged and pen- 
sioned. Prominent members of the 
family were James Otis,, famous as 
a Revolutionary patriot and orator, 
and the first Harrison Gray Otis, 
once a United States Senator from 
Massachusetts. 

Gen. Otis was reared on a farm, 
attending the common schools of 
Southern Ohio for three months in | 
each winter, until the age of 14 
years, when he left home to learn 
the printing trade. He attended 
Wetherby’s Academy, Lowell, O., in 
1866-57, and subsequently grad- 
vated from Granger's Commercial 
Colleges, Columbus, O.

He enlisted as a private in the 
Twelfth Ohio Volunteers June 25, 
1861, was promoted to first sergeant 
March 1, 1862; second-lieutenant 
November 12, 1862; first-lieutenant

NOT A “PORK-BARREL.” 


{CONTRIBUTED TC THE TIMES?

HIS scurrilous characterization 
seems to have become a part of 
the legislative vernacular and 

the dog has been given a bad name. 

Presumably it !s intended to convey 

the impression that the items of ap- 

propriation for the improvement of 
various rivers and harbors are in- 
serted in the bill by a series of 

“log-rolling” or bargaining between 

members of Congress, each agreeing 


to support the bill if his particular 


project is included; or that the bill 


is formulated upon selfish and sec 
tional consideration, or that the bill 
contains appropriations for a num- 
ber of unworthy and unwmeritorious 
Lrojects. 

Fortunately, nefther criticism Is 
well founded. No appropriation for 
any river or harbor is included in 
the bill until after the particular 
improvement has received the most 
careful consideration by the War 
Department through the officers of 
the Corps of Engineers. The pre 
liminary processes of investigation 
which must occur before a final fa- 
vorable report is submitted to Con- 
gress by the chief of engineers and 
before its improvement is under- 
taken by Congress are these: First, 
Congress must authorize a prelim- 
inary examination and survey. This 
work is first carefully undertaken 
by the district engineer or by a spe- 
clal board of engineers. It is then 
reviewed by the division engineer. 
It then goes to a standing board of 
engineers known as “the Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors,” 
composed of seven experienced en- 
gineer officers not below the rank of 
colonel. This latter board consti- 
tutes a of review or appeal 
who examine all the evidence sub- 
mitted and, if necessary, visit the 
locality. This board has the power 
to approve, modify or disapprove 
entirely the report of the district 
engineer. Finally it is submitted 
to the chief of engineers. and his 
specially-trained assistants and, un- 
iess the chief of engineers submits 
a final and favorable report, it would 
not be recognized by Congress and 
goes into the “scrap pile.” 

Not even all projects thus favor 
ably reported have received recog- 
nition and appropriations by Con- 
gress. As a matter of fact, there 
are now favorable reports upon some 
194 new projects requiring approxi- 
mately $145,000,000 to complete the 
same which have not yet been adopt- 
ed by Congress. The present Dill 
carries an appropriation of $27,696,- 
150 and the thirty-five new projects 
under an appropriation of $7,622,150. 
Do not these checks and balances 
afford reasonably satisfactory as- 
eurance that no unworthy project 
will be adopted by Congress? 

We hope that these false and de- 
ceptive methods of criticism will be 
abandoned and that we may here 
after discuss river and harbor bills 
with the sole desire of seeking the 
truth and reaching just conclusions. 

The Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors of the House of Represent- 
atives, of which I have the honor 
to be chairman, reported a river and 
harbor bill during this extra session 
in the month of May last, and it was 
considered in the House during last 
month. An insistent and demon- 
strative minority, comparatively few 
in number, set out to discredit and 
defeat the bill. With due modesty 
I challenged these critics to point 
out a single project*in the bill car- 
rying an appropriation which was 
unworthy or unmeritorious. These 
critics made many speeches, innu- 
merable statements, and announced 
divers conclusions, very many of 
which, as‘ they appear in cold print, 
are erroneous and unjustifiable, and 
some actually discreditable. 

Transportation is one of the es-. 
sential factors in our industrial and 
commercial life. Production would 
be vain without the facilities of dis- 
tribution. Every student realizes. 
the importance of our transporta-’ 
tion over seas and that our foreign 
trade must have ships in abundance 
to meet the demands of our exports 
and imports. But of still greater 
importance is the maintenance and 
expansion of our domestic m- 
merce. The latter runs into the 
hundreds of millions of tons, valued 
in billions of dollars. Our territory 
is so vast and the climatic and pro- 
ductive capacity so varying as to 
require very large facilities for dis- 
tribution. We have for many years. 
been so accustomed to rely exciu- 
sively upon our magnificent system 
of railways that we lost sight of the 
continued growth of our traffic and 
the decreasing capacity of our rall- 
roads. Even during the years of 
profound peace we saw at intervals 
a congestion of traffic which threat- 
ened industria] production. Now 
that war has cast its additional bur- 

ens upon the railroads the dispar- 
ty is even more evident, and no 
railroad president or traffic manager 
can be found who will contend that 
the railways are equal to the emer- 
Where shall we seek in- 
creased instrumentalities of trans- 
portation except upon our interior 
waterways? There is no other re 
course, and it behooves every cit 
zen and Legislature to improve these 
waterways and make them carriers 
of commerce.

IN STORM TIME. 


As his writing was distinguished 
by a wonderul precison in the use 
of words, so his thinking was dis- 
tinguished by a sane, unexcited 
clarity of vision that is the gift of 
few men. The general was always 
my compass. For years it has been 
my lot to be mixed up in exciting 
situations wherever one connected 
Proceeded to go insane and rush 
around in circles. During these times 
I used to carry around my letters 
of instruction from the general as a 
mental stabilizer.

May zephyr for all he worried. I 
couldn't even get him interested 
in it.

But when J started back to San 
Francisco I carried another letter 
from Gen. Otis, in which he 
tioned me in no uncertain terms not

TRUTH WITHOUT FEAR. 
One of the first rebukes I re- 
ceived in The Times service was be- 


cause I asked if so and so, who had|

I had come from a pa- 
per where no story was printed if 
it affected a good advertiser. The 
general very sterniy told me that 
the advertising was none of my af- 
fair; my job was to write what hap- 
pened; the advertising was the busi. 
ness of the advertising department. 

From this policy he never wavered. 
Hle was one editor who refused to 
sell his journalistic honor. No Times 
man ever had to “eat dirt” to please 
any one. 

The general always believed in his 
men; trusted them: was furious at 
any one who cricitised them. The 
Times has always been known all 
over the country aS a paper where 
the men were allowed to write the 
truth without fear. 


The general was always amused 
to hear the stories about the elabo- 
rate instructions he was supposed 
to have given me when I went away 
to the war. According to these 
stories | was to “roast” and praise 
and to look for facts complimentary 
to this nation or that. 

As a matter of fact, the genera) 
gave me no instructions beyond 
this: “Find out what the facts are, 
and don't get killed unless 
have to.” 

In all that has been written about 
the war, the general never gave me 
any instructions whatever, although 
I have many times asked him for his 
advice, 

He always had wonderfully inter- 
esting opinions, He was a stalwart 
advocate of reform, but he had small 
use for reformers. He believed that 
the working man and the smal! busi- 
nes@ man, the corner grocer and the 
butcher, are the real strength of this 
nation. He said that these were the 
“real people,” He despised those 
who tried to exploit these “real peo- 
ple”. . . leaches like walking 
delegates. 

ON PRESENT WAR. 
The general had the sanest views 
on this war of any person I ever 
heard discuss the conflict. Perhaps 
it might be proper to say that he 
believed that the war will finally end 
because of the domestic conditions 
in the various countries. The na- 
tions will be unable to endure the 
Strain of keeping on with it; will 
quit by common consent to avoid 
revolution. He thought that the 
greatest danger before this country 
was in avoiding improper intangling 
alliances after the war; he feared. 
that our statesmanship might not be 
equal to the problem of sticking to 
the purposes for which we entered 
the conflict; might not be equal to 
declining to be drawn into other 
schemes not in polfit with our de- 
clared aims. 


As a soldier, of course, the gen- 
eral felt a great interest in many 
military phases of the war that would 
not give a civilian pause. 

The general was ever a soldier. 
And I feel sure that his last earthly 
thought was a soldier's thought. 

Most men of the general's ad- 
vanced age are deaf to all proposed 
progression.

It was one of the most pro- 
found, clear, sane and practical ideas 
ever suggested to a-troubled world. 

The general had a strong strain of 
old-fashioned, true blue religion, in- 
herited from his New England ances- 
tors. It was a good, sturdy belief in 
the Maker of all things. -

where he went. The guard was the 
only man in town who never could 
find the general. One of the familiar

geles Creamery Company that 
after tomorrow its customers will 


quart for milk. 

The company claims 85,000 
patrons in Los Angeles and vicinity, 
who use about 10,000 gallons of 
milk daily. Thus the increase in 
the city’s milk bill will approximate 
$400 a day. 

The Los Angeles Creamery Com- 
pany, which is the last of the big 
companies to establish the price of 
11 cents a quart, avers that the 
raise is necessitated in order that 
the farmers may be paid more for 
milk, as otherwise they threaten to 


}sell their cows for beef. In case this 


should happen a serious shortage 
of milk would follow, it is said. 
The Sanitary Dairy and the Cres- 
cent Creamery Company have been 
charging 11 cents a quart since 
May, and have been getting 6 cents 
a pint. Now they announce. that, 
together with the Los Angeles 


.| Creamery Company’s price for pints, 


their own will advance Wednesday 
to 6% cents. | 

A little more than a yenr ago 
milk was selling at 8 cents a quart, 
but then, say the creamery men, al- 
falfa hay was selling at $8 to $12 
a ton, whereas it is now worth $18 
to $20, and the price of grain hay 
has gone up accordingly. Moreover, 
the farmer is forced to pay as much 
as $60 a month and board for help, 
where before he paid only $35 
or $40. 

The farmers say they have been 
offered as much as $100 a head by 
the butchers for their milch cows, 
and that it would- be much more 
profitable for them to sel] the ani- 
mals and go to raising the high- 
priced grain. 

The creamery men declare milk 
prices in Los Angeles are lower, 
even at the advanced prices, than in 
most of the cities of the United 
States.

POPULATION LESS. 


FISCAL YEAR REPORT FULL OF 
| HOPEFUL DATA. 


Average Daily Number of Pa- 
tients In the Past Twelve Months 
was Three Less than in the Pre- | 
ceding Period — Prosperity is 
Cited as One Cause. 


Even as prosperity keeps the wolf 
from the door, so does it keep the 
average man away from the .County 


\Hospital. N. R. Martin, who is act- 
ing superintendent of the County 
Hospital, says in his report for the 
fiscal year, ended the Ist inst., which 
he submitted te Supervisor Dodge 
yesterday, that the average daily 
population of the hospital has shown 
ra decrease of three during the past 
twelve months. 

This statement is regarded as 
significant because the average daily 
population of the hospital for the 
year ended July 1, 1916, was fifty- 
nine patients per day greater than 
the average daily population of the 
— during the year ended Juiy 

The average daily population of the 
County Hospital during the five years 
closed July 1, was as follows: 1912- 
1913, 683 patients daily: 1913-1914, 
790 daily; 1914-1915, 980 per day: 
1915-1916, 1040 a day; 1916-1917, 
1037.8 patients per day. 

In his statement Mr. Martin says 
there were 13,885 patients admitted 
to the County Hospital during the 
fiscal year, the heaviest demand for 
relief being during February, when 
718 persons were treated. The total 
number of persons treated during the 
fiscal vear was 14.915. Commenting 
upon the report, Mr. Martin says: 

“To show a daily decrease of three 
patients per day when there was a 
daily increase of fifty-nine the year 
before this, is a record that gives us 
great encouragement. I attribute the 
result to two+things: We have been 
checking up the applicants more 
earefully this year and have been 
imposed upon less than was formerly 
the case: times have been better and 
people who might otherwise have 
had to patronize the County Hospital 
have been able to provide themselves 
with medical attention.”

Harvard Professor Sounds a Grave 
Note of Warning that Disaster 
will Sweep World if This 
Country Fails in its 
Food Conservation. . 


A striking analysis of the impor- 
tance of American food products in 
saving the entire world from starva- 
tion and famine was given yesterday 
afternoon at the University of 
Southern California by Dr. Thomas 
Nixon Carver of Harvard. 

Dr. Carver, who was recently ad- 
visor to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, declared that, 
unless American housewlves econo- 
mize every ounce of food, unless 
productions are stimulated to the 
very highest degree, and unless the

ing and handling food, this winter 
will witness such euffering ag the 
world never has seen before. 

This was the first of a series of 
free lectures on food conservation 
this week and next at the university. 
The second comes tomorrow after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, and will be given 
by Dr. LeRoy 8. Wetherby, profes- 
sor of chemistry. He will speak on 
“The Food Requirement of the In- 
dividual and Food Values.”

Bankruptcy Violation Earns 
Italian Long Sentence, 


Offender Roundly Scored by 
Judge for Devious Plot. 


Earned Business Respect Only 
to Use it as Lever. 


With the statement that there 
might be a worse instance of vio- 
lation of the bankruptcy laws, but 
that he did not know where to find 
it, United States District Judge 
Trippet yesterday sentenced Oreste 
Martino, a Santa Barbara Italian, 
who had pleaded guilty to two 
counts of a Federal] indictment 
charging conspiracy to violate the 
bankruptcy laws, to twenty-two 
months’ imprisonment on each 
count, in the Federal prison at Mc- 
Neil's Island, and to pay a fine of 
$5000. Under the order of the 
court the sentences are to begin im- 
mediately and run concurrently, but 
Martino will be kept here several 
days to undergo another grilling by 
the referee in bankruptcy. 

It was claimed by Attorney Henry 
T. Ashe of San Francisco, who made 


& statement to the court before - 
sentencing of the offender, that the 
amount of goods concealed by Mar- 
tino from his creditors was about 
$16,000 worth, and that but a small 
fraction had been recovered. 

Martino’s first store was in Stock- 
ton, but he sold that out and paid 
his bills in San Francisco, amount- 
ing to over $8000. That established 
hig cregit, and Martino immediately 
bought goods worth about $16,000 
to stock a store at Santa Barbara. 

Later the stuff, it appears, was 

taken by auto truck to Ventura and 
even to Los Angeles from the Santa 
Barbara store, and sent to mythical 
addresses in various Texas points, 
and a4 part of the money secured 
from the alleged bankrupt estate 
was invested in Corpus Christi real 
estate. Martino, his wife, Mary, and 
his son, V. B. Giardino—it is claimed 
that Martino’s name is really Giar- 
dino— were brought here from 
Houston to answer the charge. But 
the wife was released and the son 
was fined $100, which he paid. 
' Martino made a tearful appeal to 
the court, and during the course of 
his rambling remarks, in his broken 
Italian way, made insinuations that 
he had not been fairly treated by 
J. W. Smith, a well-known attorney. 
Mr. Smith was in the courtroom 
and made a complete statement of 
his connection with the bankruptcy 
petition of Martino, denying that he 
even knew Martino until he got him 
to draw up the schedules in bank- 
ruptcy; that he had any knowledge 
of any crookedness on the part of 
Martino; had no information that 
the goods had been spirited away 
until some time after they had dis- 
appeared. 

Judge Trippet stated that the ex- 
planation of Mr. Smith was per- 
fectly satisfactory, and Attorney 
Henry T. Ashe said that so far as 
the knowledge of the San Francisco 
Board of Trade was concerned there 
was nothing in the case that re- 
flected in any way upon Mr. Smith.

The official cards have been shuf- 
fied again at Washington, and Capt. 
Karl Offer, the young German ex- 
officer, who was taken into custody 
at San Diego a month ago on the 


charge of being an alien enemy, is 
to be interned at Fort Douglas, 
Utah, until the close of the war. 
An order to this effect was re- 
ceived yesterday by United States 
Marshal Walton from the Attorney- 
General, and Offer will within a 
short time be taken to the liatest- 
designated point for his imprison- 
ment. 

There has been considerable mys- 
tery as to the exact charges against 
Offer, and no definite specifications 
have been presented. It is alleged 
that he was active in the propa- 
ganda of pro-German theories and

Demands Damages on the Ground 
that He was Falsely Accused of

An echo of the damage suits filed 
recently against E. T. Barl and the 
Express-Tribune Company by C. C. 
Rosewater, former business manager 
of the Earl papers, was heard at the 
Courthouse yesterday when Anthony 
Mouw, former district manager of 
the circulation department of the 
Tribune, filed suit against Charles A 
Hughes, William M. Geddes and the 
Express-Tribune Company, alleging 
slander and praying for $5000 dam- 
ages. 

Mr. Mouw alleges in the complaint 
that he was discharged from the 
employ of the Express-Tribune Com- 
pany recently by Mr. Geddes and Mr. 
Hughes, and was accused of ‘crooked 
things.” The complaint charges he 
was accused of having written up 
fifty or. more fictitious subscriptions 
for the Express and Tribune and that 
he split the commissions for these 
subscriptions with a carrier. 

Clyde E. Cate, attorney for the 
plaintiff, filed the suit. 

The. complaint includes the fol- 
lowing words, alleged to have been 
spoken to Mr. Mouw by Mr. Geddes 
at the direction of Mr. Hughes and 
in the presence of several persons: 
“Several crooked things have been 
found out about you, connected with 
the Express-Tribune Company, and 
information given out by you to the 
A. B. C. Audit. I have orders from 
Mr. Hughes to discharge you because 
you are crooked.” 

Mr. Hughes is alleged to have 
spoken the following words to the 
plaintiff: . 

“We have found out that you have 
written up fifty or more fictitious 
subscriptions for the Express and 
Tribune and that you have split the 
commissions for these new subscrip- 
tions with the carrier, William 
Brownstein.” 

Mr. Hughes ts referred to in the 
complaint as business manager of 
tht Express-Tribune Company, and 
Mr. Geddes as circulation manager of 
the same company.

, NAMED IN DRAFT. 


TO WIN NONOCOMMISSIONED 


Men who have been drafted for 
Service in the United States Army 
can qualify as sergeants or cor- 
Rorals by the time they are mus- 
tered into service if they avail 
themselves of the opportunity of- 
fered by a free school tn military 
training at the Normal Hill Center 
recreation grounds. 

The school is conducted by an 
executive committee consisting a 
Thomas R. Lee, C. T. Rea, 8. E. 
Howard and H. E. Millar. They are 
perpetuating the work begun by 
Col. Arthur Williams (retired.) who 
inaugurated a training school for 
reserve officers at this place two 

ago. 

In June this 
turned out its first 
men going into the big military 
camps. Since then about fifty men 
have been taking the reserve officer 
training. Since the draft took place 
the Executive Committee has thrown 
open the school to the rank and 
fle. Nine men made application 
yesterday for instruction. 

From now on the school will de- 
vote its attention to the training of 
drafted men for noncommissioned 
officer ranks.

“Trained men are great- 
ly in demand, and the young fellows 
who can step out of here before 
September 1 and say they have 
had some practical training ‘are 
quite likely to get good appoint- 
ments.”
